TWENTY-FIFTH   ANNUAL  MEETING 


First  Session. 

AsHEviLLE,  N.  C,  July  14,  1904. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  called  to  order  in  the 
convention  hall  of  the  Battery  Park  Hotel,  at  11:20  a.m., 
by  President  W.  A.  Leslie.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev. 
W.  T.  Capers. 

Hon.  J.  D.  Murphy  was  introduced  to  the  Association 
and  delivered  the  address  of  welcome. 

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

The  pleasant  duty  has  devolved  upon  me  of  extending  to  you  a  wel 
come  to  this  cit3-  and  community.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  welcome  in 
our  midst  a  body  of  men  whose  lives  are  devoted  to  the  alleviation  of 
pain  and  to  soothing  the  sufferings  of  the  race.  Druggists  are  men 
noted  as  men  of  clean  hands,  clean  lives  and  clear  consciences.  As  a 
class,  druggists  are  voted  "splendid  fellows." 

We  trust  that  you  of  the  east  and  center  will  enjoy  being  fanned  by 
the  cool  breezes  of  this  mountain  land.  From  the  torrid  regions  of  the 
east  you  come  to  the  temperate  regions  of  the  west.  Think  of  it !  What 
a  change!  From  Goldsboro,  Tarboro,  Durham  and  Dunn  to  Asheville! 
You  can  here  stop  panting  and  begin  to  breathe.  You  can  here  drink 
aqua  pura  refined  and  purified  in  natures  distilleries  amid  the  highest 
mountain  peaks  east  of  the  rockies.  You  can  also,  if  you  wish,  avail 
yourselves  of  some  aqua  non  pura  from  stills  not  made  by  nature*'s 
hands  eternal  in  the  mountains. 

We  bid  you  welcome  to  the  most  beautiful  city  in  the  world  except  the 
ones  from  which  you  respectively  came.     We  bid  you  contemplate  and 
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enjoy  the  great  panorama  of  nature  surrounding  our  city.  We  bid  you 
look  upon  our  sky  lines  and  ride  to  your  hearts  content  on  our  car  line, 
the  best  equipped  in  the  South. 

Asheville  is  indeed  a  city  set  upon  a  hill  shedding  afar  the  light  of 
progress,  of  helpfulness,  of  healthfulness.  To  this  Mecca  annually 
60,000  tourists  come,  some  to  kneel  for  restoration  at  the  shrine  of 
Hygeia,  the  goddess  of  health;  some  to  worship  at  the  shrine  of  Terpsi- 
chore, and  a  few  to  worship  at  the  shrine  of  Bacchus.  Thousands  of 
these  tourists,  also  kneel  before  our  doctors  and  druggists  and  they  rise 
much  lighter  (in  pocketbook)  than  when  they  knelt.

And  I  tell  you  these  doctors  flourish 
like  green  bay  trees!  We  have  the  finest  school  system  in  the  State.  We 
have  more  paved  streets  and  our  city  is  aborned  with  a  bigger  bonded 
debt  than  any  other  city  in  the  State. 

We  have  as  fine  water  system  as  any  citv  in  America,  if  not  in  the 
world.  Indeed  we  have  a  great  deal  more  water  than  we  have  bread. 
Other  parts  of  the  country  have  to  furnish  the  bread  and  we  furnish  the 
water. 

We  have  a  population  of  16,000  people  3,000  of  whom  are  colonels, 
5,000  men  and  8,000  of  the  prettiest  women  in  the  world,  your  wives, 
your  daughters  and  3'our  sweetheart.s  excepted.  If  there  be  anj^  bache- 
lors and  widowers  among  3'ou,  keep  your  eyes  open  because  you  are  in 
the  midst  of  the  greatest  pasture  of  feminine  beauty  you  have  roamed  in 
in  many  a  year. 

We  further  bid  you  welcome  to  a  community  that  is  great  by  nature, 
is  great  in  history,  is  great  in  the  character  of  men  that  it  has  produced. 

It  has  given  birth  and  breeding  to  David  L.  Swain,  distinguished  alike 
as  statesman  and  educator;  to  Augustus  S.  Merrimon  whose  judicial 
opinions  illumine  the  judicial  literature  of  our  State;  to  Zebulon  B.Vance, 
the  intellectual  Mt.  Mitchell  among  the  men  of  North  Carolina,  big  in 
brain  and  big  of  heart,  loved  by  all  our  people  and  the  greatest  North 
Carolinian,  living  or  dead. 

And  now  gentlemen  in  behalf  of  the  local  druggists  of  Asheville,  than 
whom  there  is  no  more  progressive,  no  more  public  spirited,  no  more 
honorable  body  of  men  in  any  town  in  this  State,  I  bid  you  make  your- 
selves at  home  in  our  midst  and  enjoy  yourselves.  In  the  name  of  the 
mayor  and  city  authorities  I  turn  over  the  key  of  the  city  to  you  and 
bid  3'ou  take  possession  while  you  stay  in  our  midst. 
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Vice-President  G.  K.  Grantham,  on  behalf  of  the  Associa- 
tion, responded  to  the  address  of  welcome  as  follows: 

RESPONSE  TO  ADDRESS  OF   WELCOME. 
Mr.  Murphy : 

It  is  with  very  great  pleasure,  that  I  respond  to  the  address  of  wel- 
come, which  you  and  your  good  people  have  extented  to  us  on  this 
occasion.  The  open  doors  of  your  magnificent  city,  here  by  the  beautiful 
French  Broad,  are  at  our  command. 

We  came  for  business  and  to  enjoy  your  mountain  breezes,  your 
lovely  homes  and  rare  scenery.  Since  the  organization  of  our  Associa- 
tion in  Raleigh  in  the  year  1880,  we  have  been  your  guest  twice.  In 
1887  and  1894,  again  today  we  are  with  you  for  the  third  time.  We 
are  glad  to  find  your  people  prosperous.  You  can  point  with  pride  to 
your  elegant  hotels.  Battery  Park,  Kenilworth  Inn,  Swannanoa,  Berkly 
and  others.  To  your  twenty  churches,  with  spires  pointing  heavenward, 
your  progressive  schools  with  a  valuation  of  $600,000,  and  twenty-five 
hundred  children  in  attendance.  Your  electric  cars,  paved  streets  and 
city  value  of  $6,000,000.  Your  city  was  named  after  Samuel  Ashe,  one 
of  the  early  governors  of  this  commonwealth,  and  it  has  done  honor  to 
her  people  by  erecting  yonder  shaft,  to  the  memory  of  that  noble, 
patriotic  statesman.  Governor  and  Senator  Zebulon  B.  Vance. 

You  are  delightfully  situated  2,300  feet  above  the  sea  level  at  old 
Morehead  where  we  last  met,  or  Wilmington  on  the  eastern  shore. 
Nature  has  endowed  you  with  some  of  the  grandest  and  most  romatic 
scenery  of  the  world.  Your  healthful  location  and  charming  views,  have 
made  you  famous  as  a  winter  and  summer  resort,  not  only  for  the 
health  seeker  and  invalid  but  the  tourist  and  pleasure  seeker  also.  We 
have  been  informed  (whether  correctly  so  or  not)  that  many  of  the 
rhizomes,  rootlets,  herlis,  barks  and  leaves  of  medical  value,  are  grown 
on  your  mountain  sides  and  in  your  valleys.  That  your  clear  waters 
and  crystal  streams  are  especially  adapted  to  the  manufacture  of  certain 
elixirs  and  aquas  in  drug  vernacular,  but,  in  the  synonym  of  the  native 
Buncombe  people,  known  as  "mountain  dew."  So  we  drop  a  note  of 
warning  to  you  fellow  druggist,  from  the  level  country  of  the  east  and 
especially  to  the  gentlemen  of  Harris  Lithia  fame,  and  the  man  from 
Chatham,  "Be  careful  what  you  get  mixed  up  with  while  here." 

Now  in  behalf  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  I 
thank  you,  for  the  pleasant  things  you  have  said  about  us  and  the 
welcome  expressions  that  we  have  received  at  your  hands.  And  will 
add,  that  while  we  use  some  rather  deceptive  terms  in  our  business,  it 
consists  of  more  than  selling  paregoric.  Bull's  baby  syrup,  Hoyt's  Ger- 
man Cologne,  or  the  making  of  hair  oil.  There  is  a  real  science  in  the 
drug  profession.  Some  of  the  chosen  fraternity,  have  reached  the  high- 
water  mark  of  fame,  and  we  have  now  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
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lina  under  the  management  of  Prof.  E.  V.  Howell,  a  course  in  Pharmacy, 
that  equal  the  best,  and  the  young  men  who  have  passed  that  course 
and  gone  out  are  meeting  with  success. 

We  might  take  more  of  your  time,  in  reviewing  the  good  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  benefits  of  these  annual  meetings,  but  will  say  in  con- 
clusion, that  we  are  delighted  to  be  here,  and  expect  to  scale  some  of 
3'our  mountain  tops,  drink  from  your  clear  waters,  breathe  your  pure 
air,  and  return  to  our  home,  greatly  benefited  from  having  visited  your 
noted  and  inspiring  city  of  western  North  Carolina. 

The  President.  The  Secretar\^  will  please  call  the  roll. 
A  quorum  being  present,  I  declare  the  Association  ready 
for  business. 

On  motion,  the  readinc^  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meet- 
ing was  dispensed  with. 

The  President  then  delivered  his  address,  Mr.  G.  K. 
Grantham,  First  Vice-President,  in  the  chair. 

president's  address. 

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Asssociation  : 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  our  Association  to  meet  with  our  brethren  of 
this  beautiful  and  prosperous  city — perhaps  the  best  known  cit^'  in  the 
South. 

Who  in  all  our  fair  land  has  not  heard  of  Asheville— or  the  thrift  and 
enterprise  of  her  men — the  beauty  of  her  women — the  enchantment  of  her 
landscape  and  the  invigorating  purity  of  her  air  ? 

It  is  related  that  a  distinguished  Asheville  lawyer,  of  a  past  genera- 
tion, when  a  purchaser  of  land  complained  of  the  price,  said,  "We  give 
you  the  land  but  charge  for  the  air." 

It  is  sometimes  reported  that  Asheville  is  a  "wide  open"  town — con- 
sidering the  "glad  hand"  of  our  pharmaceutical  brethren,  the  cordial 
greeting  from  all  classes  of  your  citizens — the  eloquent  words  of  warm 
welcome,  and  the  evidences  of  prosperity  and  push  witnessed  at  every 
turn  we  are  convinced  that  it  is  wide  open  to  all  men  who  stand  for 
lofty  ideals  and  high  endeavor — that  you  open  wide  your  doors  to  all 
who  will  aid  in  your  material  development — whether  he  be  a  multi-mil- 
lionaire or  an  humble  laborer. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Association  I  must  congratulate  3'ou  on  the  healthy 
growth  and  development  of  our  Association,  the  wonderful  strides  and 
improvement  it  has  made  in  alf  lines  of  work  related  to  our  profession. 

The  enactment  of  wise  laws  for  our  protection — the  larger  culture  of 
our  profession — the  establishment  of  a  chair  of  Pharmacy  at  our  State 
University-  are  a  few  of  the  things  that  bespeak  our  development.  Our 
profession  is  well  nigh  sacred. 
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A  druggist  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word  stands  in  somewhat  the  same 
relation  to  a  community  as  does  the  faithful  minister— the  successful 
physician. 

He  studies  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  material  substances 
to  the  end  that  they  may  be  changed  into  life  giving  properties. 

To  mix  these  substances  in  delicate  and  just  proportions  requires  a 
trained  mind,  a  skilled  hand  and  often,  my  friends,  a  clean  heart. 

Today  marks  an  epoch  in  our  history— today  we  celebrate  our  25th 
anniversary- our  "Silver  Jubilee"— and  in  all  our  deliberations  let  there 
be  the  ring  of  true  metal— the  integrity  of  honest  purpose— the  earnest 
desire  to  reach  after  practical  things. 

What  wonderful  strides  our  Association  has  made  in  the  quarter  of  a 
century  behind  us.  Its  a  long  stride  from  the  drug  store  of  twenty-five 
years  ago  with  its  calomel,  its  castor  oil,  its  paregoric,  its  Perry  Davis 
Pain-killer,  its  mean  soda  water— to  the  drugstore  of  today. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  our  prescription  men  are  better  trained,  more 
skilled  than  ever  before;  an  up-to-date  drugstore  is  something  of  asocial 
and  political  center. 

Men  of  culture,  and  women  of  grace  often  gather  there  and  discuss  not 
only  problems  in  moral  ethics  and  state  craft,  but  also  the  newest  hat 
and  latest  fad. 

Some  one  has  said,  "A  man's  work  is  from  sun  to  sun — but  a  woman's 
work  is  never  done." 

There  is  much  truth  in  this,  3'et  I  am  persuaded  that  the  poet  knew 
nothing  of  the  life  of  a  druggist. 

Our  hours  are  too  long— we  work  too  late  at  night,  and  he  will  prove 
a  benefactor,  who  can  suggest  a  practical  remedy. 

The  duties  of  this  office  have  been  pleasant  at  all  times.  The  commit- 
tees appointed  have  all  been  notified  by  personal  letters  and  have  faith- 
fully performed  their  duties  so  far  as  I  am  imformed.  During  the  year  I 
have  in  my  official  capacity  urged  our  members  of  Congress  to  support 
a  bill  which  was  introduced  by  Senator  Gallinger,  of  New  Hampshire,  to 
increase  the  rank  and  pay  of  pharmacists  in  the  navy. 

At  present  the  pharmacist  in  the  navy  has  only  a  relative  rank  and 
the  pay  is  not  what  it  should  be,  considering  the  responsibilities  of  his 
position. 

This  bill  was  favorably  reported,  I  believe,  and  is  only  a  matter  of  a 
little  time  till  it  will  be  passed.  I  have  also  urged  the  passage  of  the 
Mann  bill,  now  before  Congress— amending  the  statutes  relating  to 
patents  upon  medicinal  articles.  This  bill  will  prevent  the  granting  of 
patents  by  the  United  States  government  to  citizens  of  any  foreign 
country  which  does  not  grant  corresponding  patents  to  Americans  and 
prevent  the  patenting  by  anybody  of  medicinal  substances— patents 
being  confined  to  processes  rather  than  the  article  manufactured— I  can- 
not too  strongly  urge  every  pharmacist  to  use  his  influence  in  support 
of  this  bill. 
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The  secretar3-  has  in  his  possession  a  set  of  resolutions  endorsing  the 
work  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

I  do  not  consider  it  necessarj'  to  urge  this  Association  to  adopt  these 
resolutions.  We  know  the  good  work  which  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  accomp- 
lished in  the  past  and  believe  the  future  will  be  higher  still. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  this  Association  to  what  I  believe  to  be 
the  most  serious  problem  which  will  confront  us  for  years  to  come.  I 
refer  to  what  might  properly'  be  called  the  patent  medicine  evil — I  be- 
lieve the  time  has  come  when  a  law  should  be  passed  making  it  necessary 
for  manufacturers  of  patent  medicines  to  publish  the  formula,  in  plain 
English,  so  that  even  a  layman  could  understand  it  and  if  it  contains  a 
poison  to  be  labeled  "Poison  !  " 

The  practice  of  pharmacy  is  regulated  by  law.  Medicine  is  regulated 
by  law.  The  practice  of  law  is  itself  regulated  by  law.  Every  profession 
and  industry  that  touches  closely  on  the  vital  interests  of  mankind  and 
that  is  subject  to  great  abuse,  should  be  regulated  by  law. 

That  this  one,  which  is  more  dangerous  than  all  the  rest,  manages 
somehow  to  escape  all  responsibilit3'  and  to  evade  legal  control  is  some- 
thing which  is  not  easily  explained.  There  is  surely  more  danger  to  the 
public  in  the  Avholesale  prescribing  to  a  multitude  of  people,  whom  one 
has  never  seen,  than  in  prescribing  to  a  single  individual  after  a  careful 
examination  of  patient  and  symptoms. 

If  it  is  unsafe  to  turn  quacks  loose  on  the  public  to  prescribe  for  one 
sick  man  at  a  time,  by  what  process  of  logic  can  we  even  conclude  that 
it  is  safe  to  let  that  same  quack  prescribe  to  a  inultitude  at  a  time;  when 
he  has  not  the  slightest  chance  to  see  whether  his  remedy  is  what  his 
judgment  mighttellhim  the  patient  needs.  The  druggist  would  certainly 
be  gainer  by  compelling  proprietors  to  publish  their  formulas.  With 
the  very  ignorant  part  of  the  country  the  law  would  not  change  their 
habits.  The  better  educated  would  discriminate  and  select  in  accord- 
ance with  the  published  formulas.  They  would  ask  the  advice  of  their 
druggists  and  in  giving  that  advice  the  druggist  would  be  in  position  to 
show  them  the  superior  merits  of  the  preparations  made  in  his  own 
laboratory  and  thus  widen  his  influence  as  a  professional  man. 

At  our  last  meeting  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  prepare  and  present  at  this  meeting  such  changes  in  the  pharmacy 
laws  as  was  deemed  desirable.  Their  report  will  be  presented  at  this 
meeting,  and  I  commend  this  to  your  careful  consideration,  believing 
that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  in  position  to  know  what  changes  are 
desirable. 

Since  our  last  meeting  the  "Grim  Reaper"  has  entered  our  ranks  and 
claimed  one  of  our  most  faithful  and  best  beloved  members,  Mr.  N.  D. 
Fetzer,  of  Concord,  an  ex-president  of  this  Association,  loyal  to  every 
trust,  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  he  ever  reflected  credit  on  his 
profession  and  the  community  of  which  he  was  an  honored  member. 
Suitable  obituary  notices  will  be  prepared  and  spread  on  the  minutes  of 
the  Association. 
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In  conclusion  let  nie  urge  you  and  through  you  the  druggists  of  the 
State  to  take  a  keener  interest  in  this  Association,  and  all  that  pertains 
to  its  welfare. 

In  general  intelligence,  high  culture,  personal  integrity  and  moral  force, 
this  Association  ranks  with  any  in  the  State.  How  deeply  then,  do  I 
appreciate  the  high  honor  you  conferred  on  me  in  making  me  your  presi- 
dent. 

The  President's  address  was  referred  to  Messrs.  J.  M.

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency  and  to  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  the  twenty-third  annual  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year 
ending  May  31,  190-1.

Since  my  last  report  I  have  visited  and  personally  inspected  all  drug 
stores  in  the  following  towns :  Greensboro,  Winston,  Louisburg,  Frank- 
linton,  Youngsville,  Weldon,  Halifax,  Enfield,  Rocky  Mount,  Hob- 
good,  Robersonville,  Tarboro,  Raleigh,  Goldsboro,  Fremont,  Clinton, 
LaGrange,  Snow  Hill,  Hookerton,  Clayton,  Wake  Forest,  Warrenton, 
Littleton,  Spray,  Mayodan,  Leaksville,  Madison,  Milton,  Yanceyville, 
Salisbury,  Spencer,  Concord,  Whitakers,  Ahoskie,  Windsor,  Bethel,  Scot- 
land Neck,  Greenville,  Farmville,  Mount  Olive,  Winterville,  Kinston,  High 
Point,  Randleman,  Asheboro,  Biscoe,  Troy,  Star,  Roanoke  Rapids,  Spring 
Hope,  Williamston,  Charlotte,  Matthews,  Monroe,  Waxhaw,  Gibson- 
ville,  Norwood,  Albemarle,  Mount  Gilead  and  Washington. 

In  almost  all  of  these  places  I  have  found  irregularities  and  violations, 
nearly  all  of  which  have  been  corrected  or  adjusted.  In  many  cases  it 
has  taken  more  than  one  visit  and  a  good  deal  of  patient  care  to  accom- 
plish this  end,  but  this  we  thought  better  than  taking  coercive  measures. 
In  some  cases  we  have  had  to  threaten  suits  before  we  could  get  matters 
in  proper  shape,  but  we  are  glad  to  say  that  we  have  been  able  to  man- 
age without  really  going  into  any  suits  at  all  during  the  year.  We  fear, 
however,  that  we  will  not  be  able  to  give  a  like  report  at  the  end  of 
another  year.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  territory  I  have  visited 
and  inspected  is  in  a  fairly  good  condition,  but  much  of  it  requires  con- 
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stant  attention.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  territory,  in  the  eastern  and 
western  parts  of  the  State,  that  is  in  bad  condition  and  needs  attention. 
I  shall  look  after  these  sections  during  the  next  year.  I  should  have  been 
glad  to  have  covered  more  territory  the  past  year,  but,  as  you  know, 
traveling  is  expensive  and  our  means  are  limited;  and,  but  for  the  help  I 
had  from  another  source,  I  could  not  have  done  as  much  as  I  have.  I 
must  say  that  the  largely  increased  correspondence  and  the  work  of 
personal  inspection  need  my  entire  time,  and  I  wish  the  means  justified 
the  Board  in  employing  me  for  all  of  my  time.  We  are  the  first  and  only 
Southern  State,  as  you  know,  which  has  an  Inspector  of  Pharmacy  in 
the  field  and  letters,  asking  the  results  of  our  work,  are  constantly  being 
received.  I  sincerely  hope  that  a  still  greater  work  may  be  done  during 
the  year  we  are  now  entering,  in  enforcing  and  upholding  the  law,  that 
the  public  may  have  the  fullest  possible  protection. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  fifty-two  (52)  candidates  passed  suc- 
cessful examinations  and  were  registered,  eleven  (11)  duplicate  certificates 
of  registration  were  issued,  seventeen  (17)  physicians  living  in  towns  of 
less  than  five  hundred  inhabitants  were  registered  without  examination, 
seventy  (70)  were  found  doing  business  who  had  failed  to  keep  up  their 
registration  and  were  required  to  become  registered.  The  total  number 
registered  up  to  June  1,  1904,  six  hundred  and  ten  (610).

Letters  were  also  read  from  Messrs.  F.  S.  Duffy,  H.  N. 
McDonald,  Augustus  Bradley,  F.  L.  Carpenter  and  R.  L. 
Davis,  expressing  their  regrets  in  being  unable  to  attend 
and  wishing  the  members  a  pleasant  session. 

The  credentials  of  Messrs.  John  M.  Scott,  W.  H.  King 
and  A.  L.  Crutchfield,  representing  the  National  Wholesale 
Druggists  Association,  were  presented  and  read  by  the 
Secretary,  and  the  President  accorded  the  privileges  of  the 
floor  to  the  above  named  delegates.

The  President  then  called  for  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Trade  Interests. 

Mr.  Hall,  the  Chairman,  made  the  report  and  requested 
that  action  on  the  resolutions  from  the  Retail  Merchants 
Association  be  deferred  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this 
Association.  This  suggestion  was  then  put  in  the  form  of 
a  motion,  seconded  and  carried. 

Mr.  Hancock  requested  that  all  clerks  desiring  positions 
in  the  State  correspond  with  him  in  regard  to  same,  as  he 
frequently  has  inquiries  for  registered  men,  and  he  would 
be  glad  to  assist  them  without  charge  and  would  be  glad 
to  help  them  all  he  could.  He  also  requested  that  mis- 
takes made  by  boj^s  and  incompetent  men  be  reported  to 
him  for  investigation.  He  mentioned  several  instances 
where  errors  had  been  made  by  unregistered  clerks  left  in 
charge  of  stores.  He  said  that  the  people  needed  the 
protection  and  ought  to  have  that  protection  which  they 
are  entitled  to  under  the  law. 

Mr.  Hancock  then  asked  that  the  time  and  place  of  the 
next  meeting  be  taken  up  as  the  next  question. 

Mr.  Thomas  suggested  that  the  Association  meet  in  the 
East  next  year  and  suggested  Morehead  City. 
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Mr.  Bradham  stated  that  he  had  been  requested  by  the 
management  to  invite  the  Association  to  hold  its  next 
annual  convention  at  the  Atlantic  Hotel,  Morehead  City. 

Raleigh  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Hicks. 

Mr.  O'Hanlon  spoke  in  favor  of  holding  the  next  session 
at  Morehead,  and  others  followed  him  favoring  that 
point.  On  taking  a  vote  Morehead  City  was  selected  and 
June  22  and  23,  1905,  the  time. 

The  question  of  a  joint  session  with  the  Virginia  Phar- 
maceutical Association  was  brought  up  and  a  general 
discussion  followed.  All  favored  the  idea.  The  consensus 
of  opinion  was  that  the  two  Associations  could  meet  at 
some  point  easily  accessible  to  both  States  and  a  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Messrs.  C.  B.  Miller,  E.  Y.  Howell  and

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  we  heartily  endorse  and  recom- 
mend the  careful  attention  of  this  Association  to  the  following  portions 
of  the  President's  address : 

1.  The  hours  of  closing  our  stores  at  night  should  be  made  earlier. 

2.  That  the  foreign  patent  laws  should  be  amended  as  suggested. 

3.  That  the  Association  should  assist  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  to  the  extent  of 
its  ability. 

4.  That  each  member  should  exert  himself  to  increase  the  membership 
and  professional  integrity  of  the  body.

We,  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  Association  to 
examine  the  accounts  and  books  of  the  Secretary,  the  Ti'easurer  of  the 
Association  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
hereb3'  certify  that  the  same  are  correct.

The  Auditing  Committee  made  the  following  recommen- 
dations, which  were  approved  by  the  Association: 
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RECOMMENDATIONS   BY   AUDITING   COMMITTEE. 

We,  the  Auditing  Committee,  hereby  instruct  the  treasurer,  A.  J.  Cook, 
to  pay  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  ($300.00),  this  being  the  amount  borrowed  from  them 
sometime  ago,  same  to  be  used  in  furtherance  of  the  work  of  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy.  And  we  further  recommend,  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  (500.00)  be  placed  at  the  disposition  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
to  be  used,  if  necessary,  in  advancing  the  interest  of  the  Association  and 
suppressing  irregularities. 

This  recommendation  is  made  after  an  investigation  of  the  finances  of 
the  Association,  and  finding  same  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition. 

This  sum  if  expended  fully,  will  not  only,  not  deplete  the  treasury,  Init 
will  leave  a  handsome  sum  still  on  hand.

The  Secretan^  announced  that  the  Executive  Committee 
was  requested  at  the  last  convention  to  draft  a  circular 
letter  inviting  every  registered  pharmacist  to  attend  this 
meeting  and  become  a  member  of  the  Association,  and 
that  a  copy  be  sent  to  ever^^  registered  pharmacist  in  the 
State.  He  further  stated,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  that  the  letter  was  such  as  requested, 
and  as  a  result  the  membership  had  been  very  largely 
increased  and  the  letter  had  accomplished  its  purpose. 

By  reason  of  the  above  fact,  Mr.  Prior  made  a  motion 
that  the  Executive  Committee  be  appointed  a  standing 
Committee  to  prepare  and  send  out  this  circular  letter, 
and  that  a  blank  application  be  enclosed  with  each  letter. 

Motion  adopted. 

Mr.  Hancock  endorsed  the  above  suggestion  and  stated 
that  while  he  did  not  desire  to  detract  in  the  least  from 
the  credit  due  to  the  gentlemen  who  had  prepared  and 
sent  out  the  circular  letter,  but  he  nevertheless  wished  to 
say  that  the  Traveling  Secretary  had  made  it  a  practice 
during  his  travels  over  the  State  to  put  in  a  good  word 
for  the  Association  whenever  it  was  possible,  and   had 
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urged  upon  the  druggists  the  wisdom  of  joining  the  Asso- 
ciation. He  thought  that  some  credit  for  the  increased 
membership  was  due  to  these  efforts. 

Mr.  Prior  suggested  that  the  local  druggists  be  notified 
to  be  present  at  5  o'clock  this  afternoon  in  order  to  hear 
Mr.  Dubel  discuss  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  question. 

The  President  requested  Messrs.  Prior  and  Miller  to  act 
as  a  Committee  to  notify  the  druggists. 

Mr.  Miller  then  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Associa- 
tion be  tendered  to  the  local  druggists  for  the  very 
delightful  series  of  entertainments  that  have  been  given 
the  members  of  the  Association,  and  to  the  management 
of  the  Battery  Park  Hotel  for  its  excellent  service  and 
courteous  attention  to  the  wants  of  the  members  of  the 
Association. 

Mr.  Home  then  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Legislation.  At  the  request  of  the  last  convention  this 
Committee  was  requested  to  draft  a  new  Pharmacy  law, 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Association  for  consideration.  The 
proposed  law  is  submitted  below. 

CONCERNING  THE  SALE  OF  DRUGS  BY  UNLICENSED  PERSONS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  to  conduct  or  manage  any 
pharmacy,  drug  or  chemical  store,  apothecarj^  shop,  or  other  place  of 
business  for  the  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  of  any  drugs, 
chemicals  or  poisons,  or  for  the  compounding  of  ph3'sicians'  prescrip- 
tions, or  to  keep  exposed  for  sale  at  retail,  any  drugs,  chemicals  or 
poisons,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  for  any  person  not  licensed  as 
a  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  compound,  dispense,  or 
sell  at  retail  any  drug,  chemical,  poison  or  pharmaceutical  preparation 
upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician,  or  otherwise,  or  to  compound  physi- 
cians' prescriptions,  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  a  person  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  under  this  act.  And  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  manager  of  a  pharmacy,  or  drug  store,  or 
other  place  of  business,  to  cause  or  permit  any  other  than  a  person 
licensed  as  a  pharmacist,  to  compound,  dispense  or  sell,  at  retail,  any 
drug,  medicine  or  poison,  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  a  person  licensed  as  a  pharmacist. 
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Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
interfere  with  any  legally  registered  practitioner  of  medicine  in  the  com- 
pounding of  his  own  prescriptions,  nor  with  the  exclusiveh^  wholesale 
business  of  any  dealer  who  shall  be  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  or  who 
shall  keep  in  his  employ  at  least  one  person  who  is  licensed  as  a  pharma- 
cist, nor  with  the  selling  at  retail  of  non-poisonous  domestic  remedies, 
nor  with  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary'  preparations  which  do  not 
contain  poisonous  ingredients,  nor  with  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances 
which  are  sold  exclusiveh-  for  use  in  the  arts,  or  for  use  as  insecticides, 
when  such  sulistances  are  sold  in  unbroken  packages  bearing  a  label 
having  plainly  printed  upon  it  the  nameof  the  contents,  the  word  Poison, 
the  vignette  of  the  skull  and  cross  bones,  and  the  names  of  at  least  two 
readily  obtainable  antidotes. 

Provided,  further,  that  in  any  village  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
inhabitants,  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  grant  to  any  legally  registered 
practicing  physician  a  permit  to  conduct  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy  in 
such  village,  which  permit  shall  not  be  valid  in  any  other  village  than 
the  one  for  which  it  was  granted,  and  shall  cease  and  determine  when 
the  population  of  the  village  for  which  such  permit  was  granted  shall 
become  greater  than  five  hundred. 

CONCERNING  EXAMINATIONS   AND   REGISTRATION. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  now  licensed  or  registered  as  a  pharmacist  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be  entitled  to  continue  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  his  certificate  of 
registration  or  license  was  issued.  Every  person  who  shall  hereafter 
desire  to  be  licensed  as  a  pharmacist,  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  an  application,  duly  verified  under  oath,  setting 
forth  the  name  and  age  of  the  applicant,  the  place  or  places  at  which,  and 
the  time  spent  in  the  study  of  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  the  experi- 
ence in  the  compounding  of  physicians'  prescriptions  which  the  applicant 
has  had  under  the  direction  of  a  legally  licensed  pharmacist,  and  shall 
appear  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the  Board  ot  Pharmacy  and 
submit  to  an  examination  as  to  his  qualifications  for  registration  as  a 
licensed  pharmacist. 

Sec.  3.  In  order  to  be  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act,  an  applicant  shall  be  not  less  than  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  he 
shall  present  to  the  Board  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  had  three 
years  experience  inpharmacy  under  the  instructions  of  a  licensed  pharma- 
cist, and  he  shall  also  pass  a  satisfactorj'  exammation  before  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy. 

Provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  persons  who  have  attended  a 
reputable  school  or  college  of  pharmacy,  the  acutal  time  of  attendance 
at  such  school  or  college  of  pharmacy  may  be  deducted  from  the  time  of 
experience  required,  but  in  no  case  shall  less  than  two  years  experience 
be  required  for  registration  as  a  licensed  pharmacist. 

Sec.  4.   If  the  applicant  for  license  as  a  ])harmacist  has  compHed  witli 
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all  the  requirements  of  the  two  preceding  sections,  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy shall  enroll  his  name  upon  the  register  of  pharmacists,  and  issue  to 
him  a  license  which  shall  entitle  him  to  practice  as  pharmacist,  up  to  the 
1st  day  of  September  next  ensuing,  as  provided  in  this  act  for  the  annual 
renewal  of  every  registration. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  issue  license  to  practice  as 
pharmacists  in  this  State  without  examination,  to  such  persons  as  have 
been  legally  registered  or  licensed  as  pharmacists  by  other  Boards  of 
Pharmacy,  provided,  that  the  applicant  for  such  license  shall  present 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  same  qualifications  as  are  required  from 
licentiates  in  this  State,  and  that  he  was  registered  or  licensed  by  exami- 
nation by  such  other  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  that  the  standard  of 
competence  required  by  such  Board  is  not  lower  than  that  required  in 
this  State. 

Applicants  for  license  under  this  section  shall  with  their  application 
forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  the  same  fees  as  are 
required  of  other  candidates  for  license. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  refuse  to  grant  a  license  to  any 
person  guilty  of  felony  or  gross  immorality,  or  who  is  addicted  to  the 
use  of  alcoholic  li(iuors  or  narcotic  drugs  to  such  an  extetit  as  to  render 
him  unfit  to  practice  pharmacy;  and  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  may,  after 
due  notice  and  hearing,  revoke  a  license  for  like  cause,  or  any  license 
which  has  been  procured  by  fraud. 

Sec.  7.  Ever^^  certificate  of  license  to  practice  as  pharmacist,  and  every 
permit  to  a  practicing  physician  to  conduct  a  drug  store  in  a  village  of 
not  more  than  fiye  hundred  inhabitants,  and  every  last  renewal  of  such 
license  or  permit,  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the  pharmacy  or  drug 
store  or  place  of  business  of  which  the  pharmacist  or  other  person  to 
whom  it  is  issued  is  the  owner  or  manager,  or  in  which  he  is  employed. 

Every  licensed  pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  in  the  practice  of 
his  profession,  and  ever\r  physician  holding  a  permit  to  sell  drugs  in  a 
village  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  inhabitats,  shall  within  thirty 
days  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  his  license  or  permit,  file  with  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  an  application  for  the  renewal 
thereof,  which  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  hereinafter 
prescribed. 

If  the  Board  shall  find  that  the  applicant  has  been  legally  licensed  in 
this  State,  and  is  entitled  to  a  renewal  thereof,  or  to  a  renewal  of  such 
permit,  it  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  atttesting  that  fact.  If  any 
pharmacist  shall  fail,  for  a  period  of  sixty  da3's  after  the  expiration  of 
his  license,  to  make  application  to  the  Board  for  its  renewal,  his  name 
shall  be  erased  from  the  register  of  licensed  pliarmacists,  and  such  person 
in  order  to  again  become  registered  as  a  licensed  pharmacist,  shall  be 
required  to  pay  same  fee  as  in  the  case  of  original  registration.  And  if 
any  holder  of  a  permit  to  sell  drugs  in  a  village  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  inhabitants  shall  fail  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  after  the  expira- 
tion of  his  permit  to  make  application  for  the  renewal  thereof,  his  name 
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shall  be  erased  from  the  register  of  persons  holding  such  permits,  and 
may  be  restored  thereto  only  upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  required  for 
the  granting  of  original  permits.  The  registration  of  every  license  and 
every  permit  issued  by  the  Board  shall  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  August 
next  ensuing  the  granting  thereof. 

CONCERNING  THE   BOARD  OF   PHARMACY. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  consist  of  five  persons  licensed 
as  pharmacists  w^ithin  this  State  w^ho  shall  be  elected  and  commissioned 
by  the  governor  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  members  of  the  present  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms,  and  the  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws  of  said  Board  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  continue  in  effect. 

The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annually  elect  a 
resident  pharmacist  from  its  members  to  fill  the  vacancy  annually 
occurring  in  said  Board.  The  pharmacist  so  elected  shall  be  commis- 
sioned by  the  governor,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
and  until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of 
death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  said 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  said  Board  shall  elect  in  his  place  a  pharmacist 
who  is  a  member  of  said  North  Carolina  Phamaceutical  Association, 
who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  member  of  the  Board  after  receipt  of  notifica- 
tion of  his  appointment  to  appear  before  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  and  make  oath  and  subscribe  to  an 
oath  properly  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

9.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President 
and  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  both  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the 
Board,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
elected  and  qualified. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board,  conditioned  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  office  according  to  law.  Said  bond  shall  be  made  (payable)  to  the 
North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  approved  by  the  President  of 
said  Board. 

The  Board  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  provide  by  rule,  for  the  examination  of  candidates,  and  for  the  dis- 
charge of  such  other  business  as  may  legally  come  before  it,  and  such 
additional  meetings  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  have  a  common  seal  and  shall 
have  power  to  adopt  such  rules  and  Ijy-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  law, 
as  may  he  necessary  for  the  regulation  of  its  proceedings;  and  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  under  this  statute,  and  shall  have  power 
to  employ  an  attorney  to  conduct  prosecutions  or  to  assist  in  the  con- 
duct of  prosecutions  under  this  act. 
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The  Board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings  and  a  register  of  all 
persons  to  whom  certificates  of  license  as  pharmacists  and  permits  have 
been  issued,  and  of  all  renewals  thereof;  and  the  books  and  register  of 
the  Board,  or  a  copy  of  any  part  thereof  certified  by  the  Secretary, 
attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Board,  shall  be  accepted  as  competent 
evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  make  annually  to  the  Governor  and  to 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  a  written  report  of  its 
proceedings  and  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  under  this  act,  and  of 
all  persons  licensed  to  pratice  as  pharmacists  in  this  State.  A  majority 
of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  Secretary  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  his  necessary  expenses  while  engaged  in  the 
performance  of  his  officials  duties.  The  other  members  shall  receive  the 
sum  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars  for  each  day  actually  employed  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  official  duties,  and  their  necessary  expenses  while  engaged 
therein. 

The  compensation  and  expenses  of  the  Secretary  and  members  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  all  disbursements  for  expenses  incurred  by  the 
Board  in  carrying  into  execution  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid 
from  the  fees  received  b3-  the  Board. 

Sec.  11.  Upon  the  information  that  any  provision  of  this  law  has 
been  or  is  being  violated,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall 
investigate  the  matter,  and  upon  probable  cause  appearing,  shall  file  a 
complaint  and  prosecute  the  eflfender  thereof. 

All  fines  and  penalties  prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  recoverable  by 
suit,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

Sec.  12.   The  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  col- 
lect the  following  fees: 
For  the  examination  of  an  applicant  for  license  as  a  pharmacist  ....$5  00 

For  renewing  the  license  as  a  pharmacist 2  00 

For  issuing  a  permit  to  a  physician  to  conduct  a  drug  store  in  a 

village  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  inhabitants 3  00 

For  the  renewal  thereof 2  00 

All  fees  shall  be  paid  before  any  applicant  may  be  admitted  to  exami- 
nation or  his  name  placed  upon  the  register  of  pharmacists  or  before  any 
license  or  permit,  or  any  renewal  thereof,  may  be  issued  by  the  Board. 

CONCERNING  THE  SALE   AND   REGISTRATION   OF   POISONS. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  deliver  to  any 
person,  any  of  the  following  described  substances,  or  any  poisonous 
compound,  comljination  or  preparation  thereof  to-wit:  The  compounds 
and  salts  of  arsenic,  antimony,  lead,  mercurj',  silver  and  zinc,  oxalic  and 
hydrocyanic  acids  and  their  salts,  the  concentrated  mineral  acids,  car- 
bolic acid,  the  essential  oils  of  almonds,  pennyroyal,  tansy  and  savine, 
croton  oil,  creosote,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  cantharides,  or  any 
aconite,   belladonna,   bitter  almonds,   colchicum,  cotton  root,  conium, 
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cannabis  indica,  digitalis,  hyoscyamus,  nux  vomica,  opium,  ergot,  stra- 
monium, or  any  of  the  poisonous  alkaloids  or  alkaloidal  salts  or  other 
poisonous  principles  derived  from  the  foregoing,  or  cocaine  or  any  other 
poisonous  alkaloids  or  their  salts  or  any  other  virulent  poison,  except 
in  the  manner  following : 

It  shall  first  be  learned  by  due  inquiry  that  the  person  to  whom  de- 
livery is  made  is  aware  of  the  poisonous  character  of  the  substance,  and 
that  it  is  desired  for  a  lawful  purpose,  and  the  box,  bottle,  or  other 
package  shall  be  plainly  labeled  with  the  name  of  the  substance,  the 
word  "Poison"  and  the  name  of  the  person  or  firm  dispensing  the  sub- 
stance. And  before  a  delivery  is  made  of  any  of  the  following  substances; 
to-wit:  the  compounds  and  salts  of  arsenic,  antimony  and  mercury, 
hydrocyanic  acid  and  its  salts;  strychnine  and  its  salts  and  the  essential 
oil  of  bitter  almonds,  there  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose, the  name  of  the  article,  the  quantity  delivered,  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  required  as  represented  by  the  purchaser,  the  date  of  delivery, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser, 
which  book  shall  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years,  and  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  law. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  provision  shall  not  apply  to 
articles  dispensed  upon  the  order  of  persons  believed  by  the  dispenser  to 
be  lawfully  authorized  practitioners  of  medicine  or  dentistry,  and  pro- 
vided also,  that  the  record  of  sale  and  delivery  above  mentioned,  shall 
not  be  required  of  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  who  shall  sell  any  of 
the  foregoing  substances  at  wholesale,  but  the  box,  bottle  or  other 
package  containing  such  substances  when  sold  at  wholesale,  shall  be 
properly  labeled  with  the  name  of  the  substance,  the  word  "Poision," 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler. 

And  it  is  further  provided,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  place  a 
poison  label  upon  or  to  record  the  delivery  of  the  sulfid  of  antimony,  or 
the  oxid  or  carbonate  of  zinc  or  lead,  or  of  colors  ground  in  oil  and  in- 
tended for  use  as  paints,  or  paris  green  when  dispensed  in  the  original 
package  of  the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler,  or  calomel,  paregoric,  or 
other  preparations  of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  of  opium 
to  the  fluid  ounce,  nor  in  the  case  of  preparations  containing  any  of  the 
substances  named  in  this  section,  when  a  single  box,  bottle,  or  other 
package,  or  when  the  bulk  of  two  fluid  ounces,  or  the  weight  of  two 
avoirdupois  ounces  does  not  contain  more  than  an  adult  medicinal  dose 
of  such  poisonous  substance. 

GENERAL   PROVISIONS. 

Sec.  14.  Every  proprietor  or  manager  of  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy 
shall  keep  in  his  place  of  business  a  suitable  book  on  file  in  which  shall 
be  preserved  for  a  jjcriod  of  not  less  than  five  years  the  original  of  every 
prescriptioncompounded  ordispensed  atsuch  store  or  pharmacy.  Upon 
request  the  proprietor  or  manager  of  such  store,  shall  furnish  to  the 
prescribing  physician,  or  to  the  person  for  whom  such  prescriptions  was 
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compounded,  or  dispensed,  a  true  and  correct  copy  thereof,  and  said 
book  or  file  or  original  prescriptions  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  duly  authorized  officers  of  the  law. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  legally  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist  to  take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  pharmacist  or  licensed  or 
registered  pharmacist,  or  the  title  druggist,  or  apothecary,  or  any  other 
title  or  description  of  like  import. 

Sec.  16.  Any  person,  not  being  licensed  as  a  pharmacist,  who  shall 
conduct  or  manage  any  drug  store,  pharmacy  or  other  place  of  business 
for  the  compounding,  dispensing  or  sale  at  retail  of  any  drugs,  medicines 
or  poisons,  or  for  the  compounding  of  physicians'  prescriptions  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  1,  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$25.00  nor  more  than  $100.00,  and  each  week  such  drug  store,  or 
pharmacy,  or  other  place  of  business  is  so  unlawfully  conducted,  shall  be 
held  to  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offence. 

Any  person  not  being  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  who  shall  compound, 
dispense  or  sell  at  retail  any  drug,  medicine,  poison  or  pharmaceutical 
preparation,  either  upon  a  physicians'  prescription  or  otherwise,  and 
any  person  being  the  owner  or  manager  of  a  drug  store,  pharmacy  or 
other  place  of  business,  shall  cause  or  permit  any  one  not  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist  to  dispense,  sell  at  retail,  or  compound  any  drug,  medicine, 
poison  or  physicians'  prescription  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
1,  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilt3^  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $100.00. 

Any  license,  or  permit  or  renewal  thereof  obtained  through  fraud  or 
false  repi-esentation  shall  be  void  and  no  effect  in  law.  Any  person  who 
shall  make  any  fraudulent  or  false  representation  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
curing a  license  or  permit  or  renewal  thereof,  either  for  himself  or  for 
another,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more  than  $100.00,  and 
any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  a  false  affidavit  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  a  license,  or  permit,  or  renewal  thereof,  either  for  himself  or 
for  another,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  like  punishment  as  in  other  cases  of  perjury. 

Any  person  being  the  holder  of  a  license  or  permit  granted  under  this 
act  who  shall  fail  to  expose  such  license  or  permit  or  renewal  thereof  in 
a  conspicuous  position  in  the  place  of  business  to  which  such  permit  or 
license  relates,  or  in  which  the  holder  thereof  is  employed,  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  7,  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $25.00,  and  each  week  that 
such  license,  permit  or  renewal  thereof  shall  not  be  exposed,  shall  be  held 
to  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense. 

And  any  person  being  the  holder  of  a  license  or  permit  granted  under 
this  act  who  shall  after  the  expiration  of  such  license  or  permit,  and 
without  renewing  the  same,  continue  to  carry  on  the  business  for  which 
such  license  or  permit  was  granted,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
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7,  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00 
nor  more  than  $25.00. 

Any  person  who  shall  sell  or  deliver  to  any  person  any  poisonous  sub- 
stance specified  in  Section  13,  of  this  act,  without  labelling  the  same  and 
recording  the  delivery  thereof  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section  13, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty-  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00,  nor  more  than  $100.00. 

An3'^  person,  not  being  legally  licensed  as  a  pharmacist,  who  shall  take, 
use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  pharmacist,  licensed  or  registered  pharmacist, 
druggist,  apothecary  or  any  title  of  similar  import,  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  15,  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00  nor 
more  than  $50.00. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage,  and  all 
acts,  or  parts  of  acts,  in  conflict  with  this  act,  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Mr.  Scott  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted  as  a  whole 
and  that  the  Committee  then  turn  it  over  to  the  attorney 
for  drafting  and  putting  in  proper  and  legal  form. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  law  be  so  framed  as  to  admit 
of  certificates  being  issued  to  assistant  pharmacists.  There 
was  some  opposition  on  the  ground  that  it  had  not  proven 
satisfactory  in  other  States  where  the  experiment  had  been 
made. 

It  was  moved  again  and  seconded,  that  the  report  be 
referred  to  the  attorne^^  of  the  Association  for  drafting 
and  putting  in  proper  legal  form  for  submission  to  the 
next  Legislature,  provided  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  consid- 
ered it  wise  to  do  so. 

This  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Howell  announced  that  the  State  Bar  Association, 
at  its  last  meeting,  wanted  to  raise  the  caliber  of  the  jur\^ 
by  requiring  druggists  and  physicians  to  serve  on  the  jury 
and  that  it  would  be  wise  for  the  Association  to  prevent 
this  if  possible. 

The  Secretarv  moved  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  be 
made  a  Committee  to  have  the  enactment  of  the  law  in 
charge. 

Motion  seconded  and  carried. 
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Mr,  Hancock  moved  that  the  Association  go  into  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  ordered  the  election,  which  resulted  as 
follows:

The  President.  We  will  now  listen  to  the  report  of  the 
delegate  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

Mr.  Hood  read  the  report  as  follows: 

REPORT  FROM  DELEGATES  TO    N.   A.   R.   D. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association : 

It  was  our  great  pleasure  to  attend  the  fifth  annual  meeting?  of  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  which  covened  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  October  5th  to  8th,  last. 

The  1903  convention  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  was  a  record-breaking  success. 
The  attendance  was  the  largest  on  record,  the  registration  being  an 
even  450. 

The  representation  was  widely  scattered,  there  being  present  delegates 
from  such  distant  states  as  Maine,  Florida,  Louisiana  and  California. 
The  proprietai-y  interests  sent  representatives  and  the  jobbing  trade  also 
had  spokesmen  on  the  floor  and  in  the  committee  who  were  thoroughly 
representative  of  the  National  Wholesale  Druggists  Association.  The 
A.  Ph.  A.  was  also  represented. 

The  convention  was  made  up  of  a  class  of  men  that  would  honor  any 
professional  or  business  calling.  The  opening  session  of  the  convention 
Monday  night,  October  5th,  was  a  brilliant  affair,  calling  forth  eloquent 
expressions  of  fraternal  good  will  and  mutual  appreciation  on  the  part 
of  representatives  of  the  pubhc,  the  retailer,  the  wholesaler  and  the  pro- 
prietor. 
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Every  session  was  intensely  interesting  and  was  participated  in  by  the 
most  enthusiastic  workers  it  has  ever  been  our  pleasure  to  tneet  with. 

The  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  growing.  The  membership  increased  twenty  per 
cent  during  the  year,  while  the  prestige  of  the  Association  with  the 
manufacturing  and  wholesale  branches  of  the  trade  has  been  measurably 
advanced. 

The  address  of  the  spokesman  for  the  Proprietary  Association  con- 
tained the  most  positive  assurance  that  the  proprietors  were  with  the 
retailers  in  their  fight  to  remedy  existing  evil^conditions  arising  from  cut 
rate  prices.  Further  evidence  of  their  desire  is  shown  by  the  following 
extract  from  their  statement  to  the  Association : 

"Knowing  that  aggressive  cutters  are  the  enemies  of  the  drug  trade, 
and  believing  that  no  manufacturer  or  jo1)ber  who  is  a  friend  of  the 
retail  druggists  should  encourage  these  enemies  by  furnishing  them 
either  aid,  comfort  or  supplies,  we  individually  propose  to  use  our 
utmost  endeavors  to  secure  such  added  efiiciency  to  the  tripartite  plan 
as  will  bring  about  greatly  improved  conditions.  To  effect  this  improve- 
ment we  individually  propose  to  act  promptly  and  faithfully  in  using 
our  utmost  power  to  prevent  the  sale  of  our  preparations  by  cutters." 

There  is  cause  for  encouragement  in  this  statement,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  other  proprietors  will  soon  join  the  Miles  Medicine  Company  in 
adopting  the  direct  contract  and  serial  numbering  plan  which  has 
worked  admirably  in  supplementing  and  making  effective  the  original 
tripartite  plan.  Among  the  manj'  questions  of  vital  importance  dis- 
cussed were  Alcohol  Tax  reduction  and  Patent  Law  revision.  Upon  the 
former  they  passed  strong  resolutions  urgently  favoring  a  reduction  in 
the  tax  on  alcohol  to  70  cents  a  proof  gallon.  Upon  the  latter  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Resolved,  That  we  reaffirm  our  demand  that  the  patent  and  trademark 
laws  of  the  United  States  be  i-e vised  in  the  interest  of  equity  and  justice 
and  that  our  Committee  on  National  Legislation  is  instructed  to  prepare 
and  present  at  the  next  session  of  Congress  a  bill  amending  our  patent 
laws;  the  aim  of  this  bill  should  be  (a)  that  no  patent  be  granted  on 
any  drug,  medicine  or  medicinal  chemical;  (b)  thcit  no  patent  on  the 
product  be  granted,  only  on  the  process. 

Resolved,  That  the  form  of  a  bill  amending  the  patent  and  trademark 
laws  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Trademarks  and  Patents  is  recom- 
mended to  the  Committee  on  National  Legislation  as  the  basis  for  such 
law. 

At  the  close  of  the  kist  session  the  attention  of  the  delegates  was  called 
in  a  stirring  speech  by  Executive  Committeeman,  Thomas  Vogeli,  to  the 
pressing  need  of  more  funds.  He  contributed  for  his  Association  $200. 
A  scene  of  the  greatest  enthusiasm  ensued,  and  pledges  of  money  came 
thick  and  fast  from  all  parts  of  the  hall  until  more  than  $13,000  were 
subscribed. 

Your  representatives  pledged  $25  from  our  Association.  Our  Associa- 
tion wtvs  represented  on  the  Conuiiittees  as  follows:  Mr.  P.  W.  Vaughan 
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on  Nominations,  and  he  was  also  made  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Commercial  and  Fraternal  relations.  Mr.  Hood  on  Committee  on 
Resolutions. 

The  Association  enters  upon  its  sixth  year  of  existence  with  the  fairest 
prospects  of  success,  and  it  certainly  occupies  a  much  stonger  position 
than  it  has  ever  occupied  in  its  history.  The  delegates  and  visitors  were 
the  guests  of  the  druggists  of  Washington,  on  Wednesday,  October  7th, 
for  an  excursion  to  Mount  Vernon,  the  home  and  last  resting  place  of 
George  Washington. 

The  trip  was  a  delighful  (Mie,  our  Washington  friends  having  acquitted 
themselves  with  great  credit  as  hosts. 

At  noon  Thursday,  President  Roosevelt  received  the  delegates  and  their 
friends  in  the  executive  offices  of  the  White  House.

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded,  that  the  report  be 
received  and  published  in  the  proceedings. 

Motion  adopted. 

The  President  then  appointed  Messrs.  O'Hanlon  and 
Miller  to  escort  Mr.  Dubel,  the  representative  of  the  N.  A. 
R.  D.,  to  the  rostrum,  which  was  done  amid  much  applause. 

Mr.  Dubell,  after  expressing  his  pleasure  at  meeting  the  members  of  the 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  proceeded  in  the  delivery  ot 
a  forceful  and  interesting  address  on  the  work  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  The 
speaker  held  the  closest  attention  of  his  audience  through  the  entire  ad- 
dress and  was  frequently  interrupted  by  bursts  of  applause. 

The  speaker  congratulated  the  Association  upon  its  progressiveness 
and  stated  that  he  had  traveled  through  the  entire  beautiful  Southland 
in  the  interest  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  during  the  last  five  months,  and  that 
he  wished  to  state  that  today  the  best  class  in  the  organization  was  to 
be  found  in  the  Southern  States.  The  speaker  stated  that  he  had  had 
forty-three  years  experience  behind  the  retail  counter  in  the  drug  busi- 
ness, and  from  a  careful  study  of  conditions  he  realized  that  it  was 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  druggists,  as  business  men,  to  look  at  condi- 
tions and  not  at  theories;  that  there  had  been  a  revolution  in  the  retail 
drug  line  as  well  as  in  other  trades,  and  that  every  man  who  could  look 
liack  over  the  field  for  thirty-five  or  forty  years  would  agree  with  him 
that  the  man  who  did  not  keep  in  touch  with  the  trade  must  get  behind, 
in  the  rear  of  the  procession. 

The  speaker  stated  that  only  six  years  ago,  a  few  retailers,  represent- 
the  best  brain  in  the  country,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  unless  the 
interests  of  the  retailers  were  guarded,  unless  some  interest  was  taken, 
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it  would  onl}'  be  a  question  of  time  when  they  would  be  legislated  out 
of  business,  and  it  would  onl}-  be  a  question  of  time  when  the  capitalist 
would  come  in  and  the  retailer  would  become  a  mere  nonentity.  The 
retailers  replied  in  organizing  this  great  organization,  "We  realized  that 
we  had  certain  firms  to  contend  with,  that  they  had  mone}^  power 
and  influence  that  required  Herculean  eiforts,  but  we  knew  that  if  we 
could  combine  the  retailers  of  the  country  the  victory  was  unquestion- 
ably' ours.  I  want  to  say  here  that  we  did  not  propose  to  prosecute  this 
work  on  a  one  cent  or  two  cent  scale  but  on  the  dollar  principle,  and  in 
laying  this  foundation  for  this  building,  we  have  a  foundation  already 
laid  with  a  solidity  without  question.  We  know  that  it  was  important 
to  get  in  line  with  us  the  allied  interests.  We  had  to  get  in  touch  with 
the  jobbers  who  supplied  you  with  j-our  goods;  we  had  to  get  in  touch 
with  the  proprietors  who  supplied  you  with  your  proprietaries. 

The  speaker  stated  that  every  jobber,  except  one,  was  in  line  with  the 
Association,  "under  a  solemn  agreement  to  stand  by  us."  Every  pro- 
prietor in  the  country  is  in  line  with  us  as  representing  the  retailers  ol 
this  country,  agreeing  that  they  will  stand  behind  us  with  their  influence 
and  their  money  to  see  that  we  secure  our  proper  profits  in  the  business. 
I  want  to  state  that  I  except  only  one  firm  who  has  not  come  into  line, 
but  I  wish  to  say  that  the  proprietors  who  have  the  biggest  sales  on 
their  goods  are  in  line  with  us,  and  I  want  to  say  that  this  has  been  ac- 
complished through  difiiculties  which  if  you  understood  them,  you  would 
sympathize  with  us.  And  strange  to  say  that  the  very  people  who  have 
put  the  greatest  obstacles  in  our  ^vay  are  the  very  class  we  were  organ- 
ized to  assist.  I  started  out  as  one  of  the  worst  optimists  you  ever 
knew.  My  Association  with  the  retailers  had  been  largely  nothing,  and 
I  formed  that  opinion  of  the  average  druggist.  By  my  contact  and  ac- 
quaintance with  the  men  I  have  had  to  form  into  this  organization,  I 
have  discovered  how  serious  was  the  mistake  that  I  made  in  thinking 
that  they  were  altogether  representative  of  the  druggists  of  this  country. 
It  looked  like  an  almost  hopeless  undertaking  to  bring  into  line  certain 
classes  of  our  associates.  When  I  make  myself  one  of  the  trade,  I  know 
that  you  will  not  consider  anything  that  I  may  say  as  discourteous.  I 
have  classified  them  in  this  way:  First  of  all  we  have  the  level-headed 
men,  the  broad-minded  men  that  I  term  the  "level-heads,"  and  then  we 
have  the  "sore-heads,"  and  then  we  have  the  "pin-heads,"  and  last  of  all 
and  worst  of  all  we  have  the  "swell-heads."  These  are  the  elements  that 
compose  the  retail  trade  of  this  country.  (Applause  and  laughter.)  And 
when  you  can  understand  what  it  means  to  unify  and  organize  this  cle- 
ment you  can  realize  what  an  undertaking  it  is.  If  I  had  the  time  and 
you  had  the  patience  for  me  to  tell  you  all  that  we  have  done  and  the 
lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  man3%  you  would  agree  with  us  that 
the  effort  to  form  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  in  this 
country  was  one  of  most  herculean  effort,  not  excepting  even  the  forma- 
tion of  the  labor  organizations.  We  had  to  make  the  dues  so  small  that 
the3'  were  absoluteh-  contemptible.     We   made   the  serious  mistake   of 
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making  the  dues  twenty-five  cents  a  year;  we  have  increased  it  to  $2.00 
a  year.  The  hod-carrier  pays  $12.00  a  year  to  his  union,  and  I  ask  you 
if  the  hod-carrier  has  received  the  same  benefits  that  3^ou  have  received." 

The  speaker  then  spoke  of  the  "Serial  Numbering  Plan,"  the  credit  for 
which  he  said  had  been  given  by  a  number  of  people  he  had  met  to 
different  concerns,  when  the  fact  was  that  the  "N.  A.  R.  D."  originated 
it,  and  the  Dr.  Miles  people  were  the  first  to  adopt  it. 

The  speaker  then  referred  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  the  druggists 
never  read  their  pharmaceutical  journals  or  papers,  and  some  one  had 
asked  him  why  it  was  that  so  many  of  the  druggists  were  considered 
"narrow,"  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  they  were  admitted  to  be  men  of 
more  than  ordinary  intelligence?  The  speaker  went  on  to  answer  this 
querry  by  saying  that  a  man  is  controlled  almost  entirely  by  his  environ- 
ment. "Start  a  boy  of  16  or  17  years  old  into  the  drug  business  of  ours, 
and  you  stand  him  in  a  drug  store  in  a  narrow  space  where  he  is  com- 
pelled to  delve  and  work  and  where  he  has  no  opportunity  to  get  out, 
and  I  want  to  say  that  that  boys's  outlook  is  indeed  gloomy.  He  will 
become  so  accustomed  to  dealing  in  grains  and  minims  that  the  trouble 
is,  he  is  liable  before  he  gets  to  be  sixty  years  old  to  become  a  sixteenth 
of  a  grain  man." 

The  speaker  then  referred  to  the  fact  that  when  labor  found  it  neces- 
sary to  advance  the  wage  scale  it  was  done.  He  adverted  to  the  great 
wave  of  prosperity  in  this  country  that  had  benefitted  the  laborer  and 
made  it  possible  to  secure  an  advanced  schedule  of  wages;  the  mer- 
chant had  felt  the  touch  because  of  the  greater  amount  of  groceries  and 
dry  goods  that  were  sold,  but  he  admonished  his  audience  that  they 
must  understand  that  the  druggists  stand  alone;  that  no  man  would 
buy  drugs  from  them  simply  Ijecause  he  had  a  pocket  full  of  money,  and 
added  "we  have  got  to  get  our  advance  on  an  entirely  new  principle,  and 
another  plan.  We  do  not  employ  the  means  at  our  disposal  for  the 
advancement  of  our  interests.  Take  the  matter  of  prescriptions.  As 
conservative  a  country  as  Germany,  it  has  the  drug  business  there  con- 
ducted under  a  law  that  only  gives  a  certain  section  to  each  drug  store; 
they  know  more  about  the  question  of  scientific  charging  than  we  do." 
The  speaker  then  went  on  and  explained  at  some  length  the  method 
employed  for  graduating  or  grading  the  charges  for  each  ingredient  that 
went  into  a  prescription  by  which  the  druggist  secured  a  better  price  for 
his  prescription  there  than  he  does  in  this  country,  and  he  finally  asked 
his  audience  if  they  knew  how  small  a  portion  of  their  business  was 
protected  by  law  in  this  country.  He  spoke  of  the  length  of  time  required 
for  a  pharmacist  to  secure  a  competent  knowledge  of  his  business  and 
stated  that  in  many  instances  they  were  not  paid  for  their  skill  at  all. 

The  speaker  then  referred  to  the  United  States  Medical  Society  and 
stated  that  it  was  one  of  the  most  perfect  organizations  in  the  country, 
"but  notwithstanding  they  are  our  friends  in  a  certain  sense,  we  have 
got  to  watch  the  doctors."  He  then  adverted  at  considerable  length  to 
certain  practices  among  the  doctors  that  proved  injurious  to  the  busi- 
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ness  interests  of  the  legitimate  and  fair  minded  druggists.  He  stated 
that  he  remembered  a  time  when  the  doctors  simply  wrote  the  prescrip- 
tion, but  that  now  these  doctors  had  become  affected  with  the  "spirit  of 
commercialism,"  relating  instances  illustrating  this  stf  tement. 

The  speaker  then  referred  to  his  recent  visit  to  the  Ohio  Association, 
which  was  presided  over  at  their  meeting  by  a  doctor  of  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati, and  that  this  doctor  took  occasion  to  say  that  certain  things 
were  wrong  in  the  pharmacy  business. 

The  speaker  referred  to  the  low  position  or  rank  held  by  the  pharma- 
cist in  the  Army  and  Navy,  stating  that  in  the  Navy  he  ranked  with  the 
cook  and  the  carpenter,  and  in  the  Army  he  ranked  below  the  "horse 
doctor,"  and  stated  that  the  pharmacists  themselves  were  to  blame  for 
this.  He  then  discoursed  at  some  length  on  the  legislation  past  and 
prospective  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  certain  legislation  that  would  be  desi- 
rable in  this  State,  and  also  mentioned  briefly  certain  other  work 
accomplished  by  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

The  speaker  then  told  of  several  instances  of  refractory  concerns  that 
were  "unfair"  and  that  refused  to  come  into  line  with  the  Association, 
and  the  method  by  which  these  concerns  were  gotten  into  line  and  had 
become  strong  supporters  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  in  conclusion  he  told 
how  the  little  pink  papers  were  sent  broad  cast  over  the  country  and 
their  effect.  > 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Dubel's  speech  the  following 
resolutions  were  offered  and  adopted: 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas,  The  constructive  and  defensive  work  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Retail  Druggists  during  the  past  five  years  has  been  of  such  a 
character  as  to  inspire  confidence  in  the  success  of  its  plans  for  further 
improving  the  financial  condition  of  the  retail  drug  trade,  therefore  by 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  loyalty  of  this  Association  to  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Retail  Druggists  is  hereby  reaffirmed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Direct  Contract  and  Serial  Numbering  Plan 
authorized  by  the  Cleveland  and  Washington  Conventions  of  the  N.  A. 
R.  D.  and  put  into  operation  by  the  Dr.  Miles  Medical  Company,  is 
hereby  commended  and  endorsed,  and  that  all  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion are  urged  to  give  the  plan  their  active  support,  and  to  give  those 
manufacturers  marketing  their  preparations  under  this  plan  preferential 
consideration. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association  that  all  proprietary' 
manufacturers  who  have  not  as  yet  adopted  the  Direct  Contract  Plan 
should  make  every  possible  effort  to  secure  to  the  druggist  his  rightful 
profit  through  the  establishment  of  minimum  price  schedules  and  other 
practical  methods,  ulti  mating  in  the  adoption  within  the  ensuing  year  of  a 
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direct  contract  and  serial  numbering  system  that  will  usher  in  and  main- 
tain full  prices. 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  officers  and  committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion are  hereby  directed  to  co-operate  in  every  practical  way  with  the 
officers  and  committees  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  its  local  branches  in  order 
that  all  these  bodies  may  work  in  closest  harmony,  and  to  the  greatest 
common  advantage. 

Resolved,  That  the  individual  menbers  of  this  Association  are  urged 
to  work  vigorously  to  make  the  efforts  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  successful,  to 
the  end  that  the  commercial  prosperity  of  the  retailers  of  our  State  may 
be  advanced  and  the  welfare  of  the  retail  druggists  of  the  entire  country 
maj'  be  improved. 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  president  of  the  Association  is  hereby 
directed  to  appoint  delegates  to  represent  the  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  at  the  1904  Convention  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 


Whereas,  Our  internal  revenue  laws  impose  a  tax  of  $2.06  on  each 
wine  gallon  of  commercial  alcohol  marketed  thus  greatly  increasing  the 
cost  of  that  substance  and  placing  a  heavy  burden  on  the  industries  in 
which  it  is  a  necessary  raw  material ;  and 

Whereas,  The  reduction  of  the  tax  from  $1.10  t9  70  cents  per  proof 
gallon  ($2  06  to  $1.31  per  wine  gallon)  would  greatly  benefit  the  manu- 
facturing industries  of  the  country,  and  would  cheapen  the  cost  of  many 
articles  of  general  consumption;  and 

Whereas,  Such  tax  reduction  would  result  in  practically  no  loss  of 
revenue  to  the  government  since,  with  a  lower  tax  rate,  the  use  of  alco- 
hol for  manufacturing  purposes  would  be  greatly  increased,  and  the 
illicit  distillation  of  spirits,  from  which  no  revenue  is  now  derived,  would 
be  made  unprofitable,  therefore  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  favor  a  reduction  of  the  tax  on  alcohol  to 
70  cents  per  gallon,  and  urge  the  enactment  of  legislation  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  this  end  hereby  instruct  our  executive  officers  to  co-operate 
with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  other  interested  associations. 

Whereas,  The  pharmacists  of  the  United  States  are  overwhelmingly 
in  favor  of  just  and  humane  laws,  and  are  convinced  that  the  Mann  Bill 
now  before  Congress,  amending  the  statutes  relating  to  patents  upon 
medicinal  articles,  is  in  the  interest  of  the  sick  and  suffering;  and 

Whereas,  The  passage  of  this  bill  will  prevent  thiegranting  of  patents 
by  the  United  States  government  to  citizens  of  any  foreign  country 
which  does  not  grant  corresponding  patents  to  Americans  and  prevent 
the  patenting  by  anybody  of  medicinal  substances,  patents  being  con- 
fined to  processes  rather  than  the  article  manufactured;  and 
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Whereas,  We  are  confident  this  change  in  the  patent  laws  would  not 
work  injury  to  any  American  manufacturer  who  is  entitled  to  protection, 
but  on  the  contrary  would  prove  an  incentive  to  still  greater  achieve- 
ments in  thescienceof  chemistry,  rewarding  research  and  discover^'  which 
the  present  laws  discourage;  therefore  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  members  of  the  Association  are  cordially  urged  to 
write  their  respective  representatives  in  Congress,  asking  them  to  vote 
for  and  actively  support  the  Mann  Bill,  known  as  H.  R.  13679. 

Resolved,  that  the  executive  officers  of  the  Association  are  instructed 
to  use  their  best  efforts  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  bill  mentioned  co- 
operating with  other  pharmaceutical  bodies  to  this  end. 

The  officers-elect  were  conducted  to  the  rostrum  and 
duly  installed,  after  which  the  meeting  adjourned.

Secondly,  it  would  open  the  field  to  many  to  put  up  imitations  of 
good  remedies  we  now  have  on  the  market. 

Thirdly,  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  the  people  who  have  paid  the 
government  for  the  protection  of  their  labels,  as  they  are  registered  or 
copyrighted  and  trade  marks  secured.  It  would  certainly  do  a  great 
injustice  to  many  and  harm  to  humanity  to  have  a  lot  of  infringements 
on  goods  of  this  character.

THE  CONSTITUTION   AND   BY-LAWS. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 
This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 
The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharma- 
cists and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement, 
and  improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 
This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer ;  also 
an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secre- 
tary shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Life  Membership. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  become  a  Life  Member,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  v.— Amending  Constitution. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted 
for  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

The  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I— Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  adrainster 
the  Rules  of  Order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate 
all  special  committees,  except  a  majorit3'  o^  ^^^  members  present  resort 
to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  member- 
ship and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem 
worthy  of  notice. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  names. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  vnth 
the  editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  proceedings  of  the  Associa- 
tion, under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify 
all  members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  every  special 
committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the 
Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  acceptable  to 
the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  President, 
who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who 
have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He  shall  keep  a 
list  of  the  names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member,  and 
furnish  a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting  to  the 
Secretary  for  publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for  mem- 
bership. He  shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  President, 
and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his 
accounts. 

ARTICLE  II.— Of  Committees. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  Standing  Committees:  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  and  a 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  ex 
o/Scio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  investi- 
gation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such 
members  who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive 
years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members. 
At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual  re- 
ports, and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities 
as  they  may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all  papers 
or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall  be  read 
at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with  the  Secre- 
tary, arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  convenient 
for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report,  within  three  months 
after  their  selection,  a  proper  number  of  questions  of  scientific  and  prac- 
tical interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the  interests  of  phar- 
macy; and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many  such  questions  for 
investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable;  and  in  other,  ways  in- 
duce the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE  III.— Of  Membership. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as 
a  Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of 
which  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing  with 
the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  Com- 
mittee; if  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  election, 
they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Associa- 
tion, and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
on  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  moving  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  an  associate  of  this  Association,  audit  is  hereby  provided  that 
such  failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  drop- 
ping the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership. 
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Associate  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  required  to 
contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  and  paid  into  the 
treasury  the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual 
contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  im- 
proper conduct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one 
in  arrears  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any 
one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be 
liable  to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding 
section  of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  membership,  signed 
by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary'  and  Treasurer.  Ex- 
members,  who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to 
reunite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in  writing  to  the 
Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  two 
years'  dues  when  they  were  members  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year; 
whereupon  their  names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Sec.  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but  no 
resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and 
reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction  may  be  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be 
eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Of  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annuall}',  or  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of  failure  of 
this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall 
devolve  upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  and  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  take 
the  chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by 
the  memljers  jiresent.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  3.   Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  V.-Of  Delegates. 
Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Medical 
Society.  The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alter- 
nates.

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CODE  OF  ETHICS. 


ADOPTED   1882. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
considering  it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist 
in  regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby 
agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics  : 

1.  We  accept  the  United  States  Pharmacopceia  as  our  standard  and 
guide  for  all  official  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules 
only  in  exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some 
other  process  more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not 
intended  to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines 
ordered  in  accordance  with  foreign  pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formulas  between  ph3'sician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  prtictice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being 
derogatory  to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect  in  return  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug 
for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequences, 
we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of 
competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may 
be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest 
apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may  come 
to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consumed 
in  preparing  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  articles  sold.  Although  local 
and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different 
establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neigli- 
bors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  widespread  evil  resulting  from   its  intemperate  use   in  its  hundred 
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insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent 
feature  of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose 
practice  of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a 
beverage  as  degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exer- 
cising at  all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such 
dangerous  abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  appren- 
tice who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have 
given  letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who 
shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or 
annoyance  of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the  proof  thereof,  be  no 
longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken 
from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions ofthis  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own 
behalf,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  expelled 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.
